Story of the Waycross “Hunger Strike” of 1893 and News- 
_ paper Men’s Experience with a Georgia Sheriff. 


ITH the Chicago Cubs of 1918 
already in California, quar-

venience, memory recalls a spring 
training trip with the Chicago National 
league team of 1898.

1 | Find Way to Evade Blue Sky Law. 

Beware of the wily promoter and do 
not imagine that the new blue sky law 
relieves you from the need of exercis- 
ing ordinary prudence. Several ways to 
evade that statute have been devised and 
one of them appears perfect from the 
stock jobbers’ viewpoint. 

The lilinois law under which corpora- 
tions are formed requires that all the 
stock be subscribed and half the capital 
paid in before a charter is granted. As 


“ 


however, promoters can go before the 
secretary of sta and get commis- 
sionefs appointed to receive subscrip- 
tions for stock. Naturally they will 
have themselves named as commis- 
sioners, and, exhibiting the certifi- 
cate of their appointment, can give 
the impression that it was issued under | 
the blue sky law instead of under a 
Statute enacted nearly half a century 
ago. This tends to make the selling of 
subscriptions easy. When they show 
that all the stock has been subscribed 
and half the money paid in they can get 
a charter. Then the subscriptions be- 
come stock and the promotion is subject 
to the blue sky law, but the trick has 
been done and there is no more for gale. 
The commissioners evidently must pay 
in half the par value of the stock to the 
treasury of the comipany ang are liable 
to an accounting for all money recefved 
up to par.

thickens a liquid more than do other 
flours and the constitution of batters 
up to a dough depends not only upon 
the quantity of flour we use but upon 
its quality. It is the quality that 
makes the most difference, therefore 
we have to use different quantities ac 
cording to that. Yes, it is the flour 
that gives us most trouble when we do 
not know how to make breads. You 
can add almost anything to batters of 
flour after you know what these are,

Plain Bun Foundation. 

Three cups of sifted and slightly 
warmed flour, threefourths cup of 
scalded milk cooled to tepid; one-fourth 
cup of tepid water in which to soak 
one-fourth of a yeast cake, to which 
add a tablespoon of sugar, three table-.

We had relied upon the million armed 
springers, and there was no place for them to land 
after they had sprung. : |

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OMOBROW morning the guns will boom on Parlia- 
ment hill at Ottawa, and Canada's recently elected 
war parliament will meet in its first session. Only 
then, perhap@, will the habitués of parliament house be able 
to realize the extent and violence of the political revolution 
through which the dominion has passed. Surprising 
changes were wrought—by an issue of overwhelming im- 
po ng the closing weeks of 1917. Striking. evi- 
dence of reality of those changes will be affo to- 
morrow by the appearance as trusted colleagues in the 
same government of men who, during the last session of 
the old parliament, were apparently implacable political 
foes. 

' Politics, ft has been said, makes strange bedfellows; but 
it is war that is really the creat conciliator. 

Sir Robert Borden faces the new parliament with the 
largest majority behind him that h2s ever been accorded a 
Canadian premier. True, he has only three supporters— 
none of them French Canadians—from the French Cana- 
dian province of Quebec; but from the other eight provinces 
he has only twenty opponents, and nearly all of these are 
pledged to their constituents to give him their support in 
his essential war policies. A parliamentary majority of 
seventy-one in a house of 235 members is something un- 
precedented in Canadian history. It is a striking proof of 
the solidarity of opinion in the eight English speaking prov- 
inces in favor of a vigorous war policy. It is also an im- 
pressive tribute to Canada's prime minister. 

The verdict last December was the registering of a 
national vow of stern self-sacrifice. Cynics had said that 
in all history there had never been an instance of a free 
peole vating for their own conscription—and that there 
never would be one, Canada confounded the cynics and 
declared for the sternest sacrifice. But it is not given to 
frail humanity to climb one dark mountain of self-sacrifice 
after another, unless they have a trusted leader to show 
them the way. Sir Robert Borden is the trusted leader who 
has led his people through the most severe crisis in their 
history. © 

It hag often been said of him that he lacks the gifts of 
the political leader, that he has not the personality of the 
born leader of men. If by gifts of political leademship is 
mean the gentle art of cajoling the electorate with fair and 
meaningless promises, it is true that he is lacking in this 
respect. If by the personality of a born leader of men is 
meant an unusual and uncanny memory for faces and 
names, a personal charm that disarms al) opposition, once 
again the charge is true. Sir Robert has never been a 
man to court popularity. The plain truth is that he doesn't 
know how, and would scorn to exercise the art if he pos- 
sessed it, -

HE lack of these qualities was a handicap to Sir 

Robert Borden as a political leader in the careless 

days of peace. It is probably true, however, that their 
lack has been a source of strength to him in the troublous 
days of war. Few people are well acquainted personally 
with Canada's premier. It is doubtful if even Lady Borden 
ever calls him “Bob.” But in the dark days since 1914 
Canadians have learned to lean upon him as upon a tower 
of exceeding great strength, to trust his Judgment, to be 
lieve implicitly in his rugged honesty, and to admire his 
patient steadfastness of purpose. Not Lincoln, in Amer- 
ican civil war days, had greater patience under {II informed 
and impatient criticism than has been displayed by Sir 
Robert Borden during forty-three months of danger and 
anxiety.

Car Output for 
1918 to Be Less — 
than: 1,000,000? 


UST what is meant by the an- 
nouncement of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce that 
a voluntary curtailment of pas- 
senger car output has been ar- 

ranged, aggregating 30 per cent of the 
manufacturers’ g@chedules for the re 
maining months of the automobile year 
which ends July 317 One of the finan- 
cial agencies figures it out thus: 

In the calendar year 1917 passenger 
car manufacture totaled 1,693,000 cars, 
but in the closing months of last year, 
and thus far this year, the output has 
been at a rate substantially below such 
a figure, and schedules for the coming 


months were at a level below the 1917 
total. | 

Therefore, agreement to curtail 30% 
of uncompleted schedules for period 
between now and July 31 means a rate 
of production not over 65% of the 1917 
total at most, and while an estimate 
for the aggregate output of the coun- 
try as a whole is difficult, it is likely 
that production in the coming months 
will be between 60 per cent and 65 per 
cent of the rate prevailing last year. 

This would mean an output at a rate 
per annum of between 800,000 and 
1,000,000 cars. This, while 600,000 to 
$00,000 under the 1917 figures, is a 
bigger total than for any year up to 
that which ended June 30, 1916, when
